the connections and the power to step in and 
fight for his or her home district’s interests. 

Unfortunately, Boston and its northern 
suburbs will be entering this maelstrom with 
an unusual number of low-on-the-totem-pole 
newbies representing them in the State Senate. 

In fact, half of the six new state senators 
sworn into office this week represent this 
area: Sonia Chang-Diaz of Jamaica Plain, Ken 
Donnelly of Arlington, and Jamie Eldridge 
of Acton. And a fourth, Jennifer Flanagan of 
Leominster, represents portions of MetroWest. 

Add to that list of six freshmen Anthony 
Petruccelli of East Boston and Anthony 
Galluccio of Cambridge, both of whom became 
state senators in special elections barely a year 
ago. Patricia Jehlen of Somerville, first elected 
in a special State Senate election in 2005, is also 
lacking in seniority. 

Just by comparison, consider that seven 
of the eight state senators who represent 
Plymouth County have been in office since at 
least 2000, including State Senate President 
Therese Murray. 

Altogether, the six new faces make up the 
biggest freshman class in the 4o-member 
chamber since 1993 — when Murray first took 
office with nine others. 

New state senators have a triple-bill on 
their plate, says Galluccio. They need to learn 
the needs of their districts, put together their 
office staffs, and forge relationships with other 
state senators. 

Ordinarily, freshmen lawmakers can afford 
to take baby steps with these tasks, all while 
keeping a relatively low profile. But today, 
with huge budget cuts under debate — not to 
mention other hot-button local issues, such as 
transportation and tolls — there is no time to 
get up to speed. 

“For me, having had a year 
before the crisis hit to repre- 
sent myself to other sena- 
tors was important,” says 
Galluccio. “So now, if a 
budget issue comes up that 
is a Charlestown issue, or a 
Cambridge issue” — like drug 
prevention or after-school pro- 
grams — “they know it’s one of 
my issues, and bring me in.” 

“Would it be easier to be com- 
ing in as a new member with 
a billion-dollar surplus than 
with a billion-dollar deficit?” asks 
Petruccelli. “Of course it would.” 

Three of the six new state 
senators, including Eldridge 
and Flanagan, at least 
have the advantage

workings of the State House, and formed rela 
tionships with some of their new colleagues 
But State Senator Jack Hart of Boston, who 
moved from the House to the Senate in 2001, 
cautions they'll quickly learn that, in the upper 
chamber, “You have more responsibility in the 
building — and four times the district to stay 
in touch with.” 

The others, including Chang-Diaz and 
Donnelly, are absolutely new to the building 
But both Galluccio and Petruccelli say that, 
contrary to common perception, seniority isn’t 
the end-all, be-all. Experience outside the State 
House, they say, will also be valued by State 
Senate leaders. 

They add that the freshmen will benefit 
from what is these days considered to be a 
particularly collegial atmosphere in the State 
Senate, which they attribute in part to the 
style of leadership under Murray, and in part to 
the perception that state senators need to work 
together on the extraordinary fiscal challenges. 

“All the senators as a body will be working 
together, and none of them will be short- 
changed,” agrees veteran state senator Steve 
Tolman of Brighton. “There's a real sense of 
chemistry.” 

Tolman also enthuses about the new state 
senators themselves, all six of whom he 
finds impressive. He particularly raves about 
Donnelly. Says Tolman, “I have never met a 
more sincere, conscientious advocate of work 
ing people.” 

Chang-Diaz has also impressed her new col 
leagues with her eagerness to learn the State 
Senate’s protocols and processes. 

Unusually high turnover in Middlesex 
County House districts — where eight of this 
year’s 15 freshmen representatives in that 
chamber hail from — puts even more pressure 
on Eldridge and Flanagan. Eldridge’s district 
alone has five newly elected representatives, 
who will need to rely on him more than might 
veteran colleagues. 

And he, in turn, will lean on them for help 
in learning his district. In addition to knowing 
what to fight for in the budget battles, that 
will include preparing to lobby for “shovel 
ready” construction projects in the area, which 
will compete for funding under an expected 
initiative of the new Obama administration. 

“(Eldridge is] not going to have time to 
meet with all of the selectmen from all of the 
communities,” says Danielle Gregoire, newly 
elected state representative from Marlborough.

Even before Flaherty and Yoon have declared 
their intentions, seven men have already pub 
licly announced their candidacies or formed 
campaign committees for the City Council 
Felix G. Arroyo of Jamaica Plain (son of former 
councilor Felix D. Arroyo), Doug Bennett of 
the North End, Marty Hogan of Dorchester, 
Andrew Kenneally of East Boston, Jean-Claude 
Sanon of Mattapan, Robert Terrell of Roxbury, 
and Scotland Willis of Roxbury. All but Hogan 
are first-time candidates. 

Plenty of others (including women) are 
thinking of running, but they want to first see 
how many openings there will be — if any 

Of course, there’s no guarantee that fresh 
faces will fill those two openings, if they even 
materialize. The opportunity could also entice 
one or more current district councilors to run 
for a citywide position. 

John Tobin of West Roxbury would definite 
ly consider it, according to a source close to the 
West Roxbury councilor. Rob Consalvo — who 
ran unsuccessfully at-large before winning in 
Hyde Park — denies plans for another at-large 
bid, but leaves the door open to it: “I love being 
a district councilor. I intend right now to run 
for re-election in my district.” 

Maureen Feeney of Dorchester and new 
council president Michael Ross of Mission Hill 
also might be interested. All would see the 
same temptation: widening their base of 
support for a potential 2013 mayoral run 

That’s assuming Flaherty and Yoon run 
for mayor, neither of whom has set his plans 
in stone. In particular, some both inside and 
outside City Hall suggest that Yoon is publicly 
toying with a mayoral run as a ploy to boost his 
funding and public stature. 

That's not the impression one gets from 
talking to Yoon, however. Speaking with the 
Phoenix earlier this week, Yoon sounded like 
someone in the final stages of preparation 
“There’s still some additional vetting I need 
to do,” says Yoon, “to achieve a comfort level, 
both with the external environment and for 
me and my family.” 

He declined to elaborate on that vetting, 
but it is likely that it will include polling and 
political-strategy consulting. 

Flaherty, who ended the year with around a 
half-million dollars in his campaign account, 
is ahead of Yoon in those areas, as well as in 
funding. He has recently hired political consul- 
tants EchoDitto and Hildebrand Tewes. ©

enture out into the waters and

there’s a chance you'll bump into 

“Champ,” America’s own Loch 

Ness Monster, who allegedly plies 
the muddy ripples of Lake Champlain. Or, 
perhaps, the Gloucester Sea Serpent. Or the 
Granite State Bigfoot. Or Connecticut's Win 
sted Wildman. Dare you wander into the 
dark-woven forests of Maine or the eerie and 
unexplored Hockomock Swamp, smack in 
the middle of the Bay State’s allegedly super 
natural “Bridgewater Triangle”? 

You well may. After all, could what's liv 
ing in there be any scarier than what's living 
out here? We find ourselves in a world where 
presidents swindle their countries into wars, 
governors shake down children’s hospitals, 
and con men abscond with $50 billion from 


it any wonder that some people spend hefty 
chunks of each day dreaming of a world 
inhabited by unseen creatures untouched by 
the mean banality of mankind? 

Can it be a coincidence that the field of 


ology — literally, the study of 


“hidden animals” — has evolved from a dis- 
cipline cloaked in shadows and pooh-poohed 
by science into a full-fledged pop-cultural 
explosion? In short: the world of late has 
gone cryptid crazy. 

At the Museum of Science, the “Mythic 
Creatures” exhibit (on display through March 
22) delves into the folkloric and ethnozoologi- 
cal aspects of cryptids, from the Kraken 

Norwegian sea beast) to the Chupacabra 
Latin American livestock muncher). In 
Egleston Square, the 826 Boston writing 
center — a chapter of the San Francisco work 
shop established by Dave Eggers — disguises 
itself behind a think-tank named, fanci- 
fully, the Creater Boston Bigfoot Research 
Institute.

Kim Deitch, and Lightning Bolt’s Brian 
Chippendale. 

Or the popular TV shows that revel in 
the unexplained — be they documentary 
MonsterQuest, Destination Truth) or fantastical 
fiction (Lost, with its polar bears pawing 
through the jungle brush). Or Quatchi, 
the sasquatch mascot of the 2010 Vancouver 
Olympic Winter Games. Or even, we 
suppose, the politically disillusioned 
Minnesota citizen who, in this past fall’s 
US Senate race, given the choices Norm 
Coleman and Al Franken, preferred to vote 
for “Lizard People.” 

It shouldn’t be surprising that we’ve 
seen an upsurge in pop-cultural references 
to cryptozoological creatures, be they in 
passing, like the “Bigfoot Lodge” featured 
in the new Jim Carrey flick Yes Man, or in 
blockbusters like the forthcoming remakes 
»f The Wolf Man (starring Benicio Del Toro) 
or The Creature From the Black Lagoon (with the 
redoubtable Bill Paxton). 

Because, as the economy spirals down- 
ward, it’s worth remembering that it was 
during the tail end of that first depression 

1941, to be exact) that Lon Chaney Jr. bris- 
tled his whiskers as the first Wolf Man — a 
‘night monster with the blood lust of a 
savage beast!” — and allowed moviegoers to 
trade their real-world fears for screams on 
the screen 

Cryptids are recession-proof,” says 
Loren Coleman (no relation to Norm), who 
lives in Portland, Maine, and is perhaps 
the world’s foremost promulgator of crypto 
zoological wisdom. 

And it’s not just the big three. (Which, 
of course, are the Loch Ness Monster, Yeti, 
and Sasquatch/Bigfoot.) Cryptids real and 
imagined are all around us. Consider the 

reatures who've set the Web abuzz just 
these past couple years: the body of the so- 
called Maine Mutant, splayed motionless 
in the tall grass; the Montauk Monster, 
washed ashore ingloriously on Long Island; 
the Georgia Bigfoot, gaped at by millions in 
his styrofoam coffin; the Texas Chupacabra, 
glimpsed fleetingly across a highway patrol- 
man’s dashboard. 
h, so what if each of those ended 

up debunked, either as a hoax or explained 
away as a More mundane animal? 
Respectively: a black chow dog, a raccoon, 
a gorilla costume, a dog with mange.) Does 
that mean there’s no creatures out there left 

find? Certainly not. Why, just last month 
2 whole host of never-seen but quite real 
beasties was discovered and identified by 
zoologists in the Mekong Delta, including 
88 frogs, 279 fish, and the Laotian rock rat, 
which was thought to have been extinct for 
11 million years. 

“Cryptozoology is not the study of things 
that don’t exist,” says Jeff Belanger, a cryptid 
true believer and author of Weird Massachusetts 
Sterling). “It’s the study of stuff we haven't 

yet categorized or understood.” 





IN SEARCH OF... 


Even the most committed cryptozoologist 
might draw the line at keeping 50-year-old 
Yeti stool samples in his kitchen. Not so 
Maine's Loren Coleman. 

It all started for him one Friday night 
in 1960, when he stayed up late to watch a 
B-movie called Half Human. The film starred 
John Carradine as a scientist who (in footage 
that was spliced into a pre-existing Japanese 
mock-documentary) goes in search of the 
Himalayan Yeti. When it re-ran the next 
morning, Coleman watched it again. 

“I went to school on Monday and asked 
my teachers, ‘What is this about the abomi- 
nable snowman?’ They all said, ‘Don’t waste 
your time. Don’t read anything about it.’” 

So he promptly did the opposite. 
Coleman pawed through every book and 
devoured every article he could find about 
the search for undiscovered or unsubstanti- 
ated creatures. He dashed off letter after let- 
ter to experts in the then-still-nascent field 
of cryptozoology. Within two years, 
by the time he was 14, he had corresponded 
with 400 people across the world. About 
that time, he also started doing some field 
work of his own, accompanying game war- 
dens in his native Illinois “in search of black 
panthers and little apes and giant snakes.” 

Five decades and dozens of books later, 
“It’s all just kind of happened,” says 
Coleman. “I’m seen as the leading populariz- 
er of cryptozoology alive.” His Web site, cryp- 
tomundo.com, has racked up as many as two 
million page views in a month, and when 
he’s not writing or lecturing or appearing on 
innumerable radio and TV shows, he spends 
his days responding to sighting reports from 
amateur cryptozoologists arqund the globe. 

Hair samples from Sir Edmund Hillary’s 
1960 Yeti expedition may be the least 
remarkable artifact in Coleman's modest 
but stuffed-to-the-rafters Portland home. 
Far more eye-catching is the eight-foot-tall 
Bigfoot, shaggy with taxidermized yak fur, 
standing sentry at the front door. Or the 
grotesque half-monkey/half-fish “Feejee 
Mermaid” encased in glass behind his 
couch. Or the enormous pterodactyl-like 
“Civil War Thunderbird” suspended from 
the ceiling in his living room. Or the display 
case of a dozen or so hominid-skull replicas. 
Or the hefty blue fiberglass coelacanth fish 
hanging on the wall. 

This coelacanth is the mascot for 
Coleman's International Cryptozoology 
Museum, which currently exists in his 
home, but will hopefully soon — dona- 
tions to the cause welcome! — occupy its 
own space in downtown Portland. It is also 
emblematic of cryptozoology’s successes. 
Once upon a time, after all, the coelacanth 
was a cryptid too — no one had ever seen 
one. It was thought to have been extinct 
for 65 million years. Then, in 1938, one was 
caught off the coast of South Africa. (Its 
discovery was the inspiration for the Creature 
from the Black Lagoon 

Can it be very long, then, before Nessie 
or Champ finally take their rightful place in

DEMON DAYS

seriousness and inclusive spirit of inquiry 
of a scientist. He studied anthropology and 
zoology at Southern Illinois University, but 
from a young age, he says, the plan was to 
“grow up and be a naturalist. Not a zoolo 
gist, not a mammologist, not a herpetolo- 
gist — I was already thinking really broadly 
about being a naturalist.” 

Even as he boned up on the hard science, 
he fed his head with the weird writings 
of Dutch-American parodist, provocateur, 
and “anomalous phenomena” researcher 


THE BEASTMASTER Since getting hooked on the paranormal by a B-movie as a kid, Maine's

Charles Fort; the Belgian “father of cryp 
tozoology” Bernard Heuvelmans; and the 
cryptid-credulous Scottish naturalist Ivan 
Sanderson. And, eventually, he took up 
their mantle 

A major milestone in that journey 
occurred on the nights of April 21 and 22, 
1977, in Dover, Massachusetts, when, on 
three separate occasions, townsfolk claimed 
to have spotted a peach-colored homunculus 
with a huge, ovoid cranium — featureless 
but for two large orange-glowing eyes 
crawling over a low stone wall and gripping 
trees with slender fingers 

Coleman, who was at Simmons College 
earning a master’s in social work at the 
time, used his skills in that area to inter 
view the teenage eyewitnesses, their 
families, and members of the community, 
ensuring that he spoke to each before they 
returned to school from April vacation, 
before they could compare notes and “con 
taminate” each other’s evidence. The sto 
ries, more or less, were consistent. 

“I did all those separate interviews 
and really was convinced that this was an 
amazing case,” he recalls. “I really believe 
they saw something real. What it was, I 
really don’t know. [But] it was one of the 
cases where I felt very comfortable saying, 
‘I don’t know.’” 

For a more fully fleshed-out account of 
the sightings and their aftermath, see the 
chapter on this topic in his excellent book 
Mysterious America (Pocket Books). But it’s safe 
to say that the Dover Demon was the first 
New England cryptid to gain prominence 
worldwide, and it still attracts interest 
today. (The Massachusetts demon is espe 
cially popular in Japan, and Coleman has 
two tiny action figures to prove it 

As Coleman writes in the introduction 
to Beasts 2, the '7os were a “a time of ‘high 
strangeness.’ Was the world going crazy, 
or were humans only screening sightings 
of new cryptids through the lenses of a 
culture unbalanced by UFO contactees and 
planetary poltergeists? New animals were 
being discovered, of course, but weird and 
unlikely ones were reported, too. The world 
seemed open to anything.” 


In fact, it’s not hard to notice a pattern of 


sorts. In dreary Depression-era days, people 
sought diversion in the black-and-white 
beasts flickering in the dark of matinées. 
The stultifying Eisenhower era found kids 
ogling lurid EC Comics titles like Weird Science 
and Tales From the Crypt. In the ’7os, marked 
both by wooly weirdness and Carterian 
malaise, folks went looking once more for 
things beyond their front doors. Now things 


are once again bad all over, and once again 
we detect a strong longing to believe 


THE PASSION OF THE CRYPTID 
The popular desire to collectively will 
mythological creatures into existence 
can sometimes leaves us vulnerable to 
those who just make up stuff. Frauds and 
hoaxes perpetrated by overzealous cryptid 
hunters have always bedeviled the field, 
says Coleman, undermining whatever 
claims to legitimacy other sightings might 
have. Then again, of course, to the doubt 
ing Thomases among us they're the rule, 
rather than the exception. 

But be you skeptic, agnostic, or true 
believer, it’s those fakers that get all 
the attention. “And you saw that,” says 
Coleman, “with Georgia this summer.” 

Ah, yes. You may remember the two 
dudes down South this past July, who 
posted a YouTube video on which they 
claimed to have found a Sasquatch body in 
the woods. The media coverage was all 
pervasive in the lead-up to an unveiling and 
press-conference, where, Coleman says, 
there were “100 reporters and 38 cameras 
and CNN live streaming.” Cryptomundo 
com’s servers crashed as it was barraged by 
23 million hits in 24 hours 

When the cryptid corpse was fin 
thawed in the glare of a tho 
bulbs? The fur was synthetic 
were made of rubber 

Such hoaxes, alas, come with thet 
ritory, says Coleman think ‘frustrating 
is too heavy-duty a word, but! think it’sa 
distraction. Certainly, for those people whc 
may want to fund [cryptozoological 
or do serious journal articles, it 
sidetrack that we don’t need.” 

Interestingly, Coleman says 
the hoaxes are “repeat fakers,” o've had 
one actual cryptid encounter and end up 
staging more and more dubious claims to 
prove it. “It becomes very sad a psycho 
logical need to prove to everyone that they 
weren't crazy in the beginning.” 

Christopher Balzano runs the Web site 
Massachusetts Paranormal Crossroads 
masscrossroads.com). On YouTube, there’s 
an entertaining video of his teain’s sup 
posed encounter with a Pukwudgie, a 
woodland troll of Wampanoag legend. But 
ne nonetheless considers himself “a docu 
mentarian of things that people might oth 
erwise ignore — I’m not out there trying to 
prove to anyone that anything exists.” 

Still, he says, sometimes “the insan 
ity, the passion with which [true believers] 
approach these things” gets a bit much 
Many cryptid hunters, he says, are “kind of 
like addicts who are looking for that one per 
fect high.” Their quest “has a lot to do with 
physically owning something — the physical 
ity of going out in the woods, and looking for 
something that no one else has seen.” 

Meanwhile, Balzano makes a point to 
mention that investigators of the unknown, 
while they may enjoy escaping civiliza 
tion and tromping through the untouched

A REASON TO BELIEVE 

While there may be infighting among the 
various “professionals” in the field, fans of 
the cryptid seem united in their passion for 
celebrating such extraordinary creatures 

as the Montauk Monster (whose furless, 
waterlogged flesh and beaky snout led some 
to surmise it was the remains of a griffin 
and the black, hulking body of the Maine 
Mutant. The massive attention they receive

on sites like Digg and BuzzFeed points to a 
populace that would rather read about the 
mysterious than the mundane. 

And some cryptids are actually much 
less mysterious than we previously 
thought. At the Museum of Science’s 
“Mythic Creatures” exhibit, a few displays 
explain how some of history’s cryptids 
are simply misidentified actual animals 
that no longer exist. The legend of the 
Roc could be based on the fossils of the 
Aepyornis bird. Woolly mammoth bones 
were once mistaken for the femurs of 
giants. The Yeti could trace his ancestry 
back to the massive extinct primate gigan 
topithecus blacki 

Whether humans ever encountered 
that ape is up for debate, but it’s known 
that one Aepyornis egg could feed an 
entire family, and it’s suspected that, as 
with so many other species, humans led 
directly to its extinction. As Hodgman 
reminds us in his new book: “What's the 
most dangerous animal in the zoo? . 

The answer: man.” 

We live in a world that is ever more cov 
ered over with “civilization” — strip malls 
and interstates and foreclosed exurbs. 
Where pockets of wilderness and intrigue 
are harder and harder to come by. Doesn't 
it stand to reason that the possibility of a 
phylum of creatures beyond our ken would 
merit more than passing interest? 

“We all love a mystery,” says Belanger 
“Everything is catalogued and chronicled 
so much today that people sit back and 
say, ‘There must be mysteries left to solve 
There must be creatures we still haven't 
found.” 

Many people who read Cryptomundo 
religiously do so “because I bring excite 
ment,” says Coleman. “I let them know that 
there are new animals being found. That 
people are seeing these creatures around the 
world. That there are expeditions going out, 
and films being made. They want to be part 
of an exciting part of the world, [one] that I 
certainly know is there.” 

In the world of cryptozoology, there 
are, of course, varying levels of partici- 
pation. “There are people that are fans, 
there are people that are researchers, and 
there are all those people in between,” 
says Coleman. “A lot of people really think 
they’re going to be the first one to take 


their cell phone and photograph Bigfoot. I 
don’t think it’s gonna happen that way. But 
I’m not out to discourage people, because 
there’s a sense of adventure in cryptozool- 
ogy that’s really part of it. Who am I to tell 
someone that they’re not going to be the 


f 


first person to find a new species?” 


INTO THE MYSTIC 
It’s probably a safe bet that the hollow earth 
is not filled, as Hodgman contends, with 
legions of mole-men, “tending their glow- 
shrooms, their bloodbeetle hutches, and the 
various under-creatures they [raise] for food, 
transportation, and companionship.” 
But lumbering through the fetid bogs 
and atop the snow-swirled mountaintops 
of the surface world, the truth is out there. 
Somewhere. “I’m a believer,” says Belanger. 
think there’s something to the fact that 
these stories crop up all over the world, in 
ous languages and cultures. They go 
ack millennia. Really credible witnesses 
1ave documented this stuff. I just think 
there’s something to it.” 
And if it’s easy to chide faithful cryptid 
hunters for being naive, Belanger points 
debunkers and disbelievers are operat 
ng from belief systems as well — they’re 
assuming we know everything. Which, by 
xd, we don’t.” 
oleman approaches each supposed sight- 
ith healthy skepticism. Fully cognizant 
op culture influences cryptozoology — 
i vice versa — he always checks to see 
what's playing at local movie theaters before 
attempting to verify each cryptid report. 
n fact, he says, “when I go talk toa 
E t crowd, the first sentence I say is, ‘I 
do not believe in Bigfoot.’ I accept or deny 
*vidence. You true believers over here, 
you're very interesting, but that’s not me. 
You skeptics and debunkers, that’s interest- 
ing, too. But I really am the open-minded 
person in the middle 
‘I've done a lot of screening, and 
excluded 80 percent of [the evidence] as 
misidentifications, hoaxes, or mundane. 
But there’s still that 20 percent of what I feel 
is unknown. There’s a lot of mysteries out 
there, and this one may interest you. Here’s 
the data. You decide.” ©

The 
Maggie (a/k/a High and Dry) is, as Pauline Kael 
points out, an Eisenhower-era parable of the 
American in post-war Europe — insistent, 
omplaining, brimming with new-world ef 
iciency, but in the film’s vision ultimately 
apt to throw up his hands and do the right 
thing. (The movie would make a fine double 
bill with that later portrait of corporate 
American thinking seduced by Scottish 
charm, Bill Forsyth’s Local Hero 

The most inspired of Mackendrick’s Eal 
ings is THE MAN IN THE WHITE SUIT (1951; 
January 9). Alec Guinness (also the star of 
The Ladykillers), contributing one of his most 
brilliant portraits of British eccentricity, 
plays Sidney Stratton, a scientist who at- 
taches himself to one textile mill after an

This wonderful movie features an 
irresistible performance by Joan Greenwood 
as the daughter of one textile industrialist 
Cecil Parker) and fiancée of another (Michael 
Gough) who falls for Sidney. (So does the fer 
vent socialist millworker, Bertha, played by 
Vida Hope; she offers him her savings, but 
the single-minded scientist — the genius as 
prize fool — doesn’t even notice the romantic 
impulse behind her gesture.) You can also 
see Greenwood among the islanders in Whisky 
Galore! , in which she piles a delicate brogue on 
top of her trademark lispy purr and her hair is 
shot (by Gerald Gibbs) so that it seems to have 
stars caught in it. What a camera subject she 
is, with those huge white teeth set in a man 
darin face that seems lit from within — and 
what a sure touch Mackendrick has with his 
actors. 

He gets amazing performances out of 

both Burt Lancaster and Tony Curtis in Sweet

Sweet Smell of Success pulls a gender switch: the 
femme fatale role is taken by the poisonous 
megalomaniac Hunsecker, with his buried 
sexuality. (He may be gay, though his gloved 
tyranny over his fragile kid sister, who’s 
played by Susan Harrison, implies closeted 
incestuous desires.) What he tempts Falco 
with isn’t sexual gratification, but Sidney 
cares more for success anyway. There’s much 
less sex in this movie than in most noirs, but 
Lancaster and Curtis give the quality in the 
film’s title an unmistakable erotic sting. 
The HFA series includes two films that I 
was unable to preview: MANDY, a/k/a Crash 
of Silence (1962; January 11), and SAMMY GOING 
SOUTH, a/k/a A BoyTen Feet Tall (1963; January 
11), both about children forced to overcorne 
the bad hands fate has dealt them. (Mandy 
is a deaf girl sent to a special school; Sammy 
is an orphan who hitchhikes from Port Said 
Durban.) Mackendrick’s final two films, A 
HIGH WIND IN JAMAICA (1965; January 11) and 
DON’T MAKE WAVES (1967; January 10), are 
disappointments. The first is a lifeless adap- 
tation of Richard Hughes's classic children’s 
novel about the offspring of émigré Brits in 
Jamaica whose voyage to England, where 
they're to attend school, is interrupted when 
their ship is overtaken by pirates. (The crew 
is helmed by Anthony Quinn, with James 
Coburn as his second in command.) It’s odd 
that Mackendrick, who shows so much af- 
finity for marine settings in Whisky Galore! and 
The Maggie, can’t manage to transfer it to the 
shipboard scenes here, but he doesn’t appear 
comfortable with the high-seas adventure, 
and none of his usual virtues — for staging, 
ambiance, coaching actors — is in evidence. 
Don't Make Waves reunites him with Tony 
Curtis but not to much purpose. It’s a lame 
Malibu-set farce with a hyperactive Claudia 
Cardinale as a flaky painter attached toa 
married man (Robert Webber) and Sharon 
Tate, in her debut, as an athletic hottie 
whose blond muscled boyfriend (David 
Draper) looks as if he’d stepped out of a comic 
strip. Perhaps it was these experiences that 
encouraged Mackendrick to leave movies for a 
prestigious academic position. When you see 
how he handles the various terrains — nar- 
rative and landscape — in Sweet Smell of Success 
and the Ealing comedies, you realize that he 
had plenty of knowledge to share with gen- 
erations of film students. ©

Bill Duke’s Not Easily Broken

BOSTON COMMON 


Bill Duke, whom you may recall as the 
strung-out mercenary carving a hole in his 
head with a Bic razor in the 1987 Predator, or 
as the director of the edgy 1992 crime drama 
Deep Cover, gets behind the camera again for 
this melodrama about a 10-year marriage 
ripped apart by lack of sex and a brutal car 
accident. It’s an uneven yet affecting effort, 
clotted with cliché and stereotype early on 
but becoming confluent and even provoca- 
tive as it places a salient spin on responsibil- 
ity, race, and going the distance. 

At the heart of the urban malaise, the 
conflicted Dave (Morris Chestnut) is strug- 
gling to get a small construction business 
off the ground. His once promising baseball 
future was cut short by injury, and he now 
lingers in the shadow of his wife, Clarice 
Taraji P. Henson), a real-estate broker to af 
fluent clientele whose career is just taking 
off. She’s compassionate and encouraging 
enough, but she’s also impatient and too 
focused on her career to nurture the reija 
tionship. His solace comes from coaching 
inner-city kids and drinking beer with his 
man posse. That doesn’t sit well with Clarice 
or her mother, Mary (Jenifer Lewis), a shrew 
who never thought inner-city Dave (the 
baseball scholarship was his way out) was 
good enough for her daughter 


That might be enough to break any 
marriage, but the two try to sort it out. 
Then an automobile collision puts Clarice 
in a cast. She can’t work, and one of her 
office mates (Niecy Nash) tries to horn 
in on her business. Saddling it all on 
Dave, Mary moves in and takes control 
of the house. Dave finds Clarice a physi 
cal therapist, but even that good deed 
backfires when he finds himself getting 
interested in Julie (Maeve Quinlan) and 
her son (Cannon Jay). Dave’s pal Brock (a 
hunky Eddie Cibrian) has his own designs 
on Julie; meanwhile Clarice and her folks 
decide to have it out with the “skinny 
white” interloper. 

Based on Bishop T.D. Jakes’s novel, the 
film does come off preachy at points, and 
the dramatic storm that propels the plot has 
too much pulpit puppetry for its own good. 
(But don’t all Bible lessons?) Still, the mes- 
sage of rebuilding a house from the ground 
up and doing the hard work and investing 
in hope and in one another remains inspi 
rational and powerful. In our brand-new 
Obama-ordained world, it even seems rel- 
evant. We can see that Brock is white and 
Dave is black, but neither character appears 
to notice. And if Dave is unduly judged by 
his mother-in-law, well, the father of one 
of his inner-city kids feels unduly judged by 
Dave. These are subtle nuggets, and they 
give the film a sweet juice. 

Duke might not have been the best 
choice to helm such genre matter. His 
hand does steady as the film builds, but 
the real credit goes to the leads. Chestnut 

holds it together with a staid 

performance; Henson, so 

wonderful and radically dif 

ferent as Queenie in The 
Curious Case of Benjamin But 
ton, is the emotive wild 
card. They and the rest 
of the cast show up as 
stock caricatures, but 

they emerge as real

©) Pauline Kael titled one of her review 
compilations Kiss Kiss Bang Bang, say 
ing that those four words (from a Japanese 
movie poster) captured the basic appeal 

of movies. In Ubisoft’s new Prince of Persia, 
the hero grouses about a similar formula 
tion, one that could be said to encapsulate 
all that we love about video games: “Run, 
jump, die, repeat.” It’s hard to imagine a 
more succinct description. ’ 

Like its predecessors, this 
Prince finds an acrobatic warrior 
navigating a dangerous world. His 
repertoire of nifty moves includes 
your standard-issue running, 
jumping, and climbing, but he 
can also run atop a wall for a short 
period, and he executes an upside 
down maneuver to cross ceilings 
that you have to see to believe. The 
lush, colorful environments are 
constructed to take full advantage 
of his physical abilities. It’s not 
unusual to experience a long, un 
broken stretch of free running that 
requires all of them. 

Where this edition differs from 
previous games bearing the Prince of Persia 
stamp is in its ease of use. The Prince is 
accompanied on his adventures by an en 
chanted woman named Elika who rescues 
him from certain death each and every time 
and then deposits him gently back where he 
started. What’s more, all those acrobatics of 
his are context sensitive and don’t depend 
on precise timing. There’s a deliberate feel 
ing of separation between you and the ac 
tions on screen — your button pressing mat 
ters, sure, but there’s a sense that the game 
is taking care of the heavy lifting for you.

The book 
boasts a personal foreword by Richard 
Schechner, guru/leader of the Performance 
Group, which morphed into the Wooster 
Group, where Cray first dipped his toes int 
artistic autobiography. But by and large, 
this first tome to weigh in on the unique 
theater artist does not so much chronicle 
Cray’s already-picked-apart life as put the 
monologues on the couch — the natural 
habitat, some might say, of the self-reflexive 
performer himself 

Many of us living in the geographical 
shadow of the ? Places in Rhode Island (the 
title of the Wooster Group trilogy built on 
Gray’s mother’s suicide) where it all began 
take a personal, near-familial interest in the 


mologuist. (This critic saw him perform 
In Search of the Monkey Girl in a Classroom at 
Northeastern, long before the monologues 
were the stuff of films and Broadway.) For us, 
[ hope there will be a more penetrating and 
revelatory book. The best writing in this one 
is Gray’s, as when he compares his work to 

llage art, because I’m cutting and pasting 
my memory.” Indeed, the book serves as a 
sort of Proustian madeleine, conjuring with 
each Gray-borrowed phrase the remembered 
satisfaction of the monologues themselves 

Demastes’s own prose tends to be repeti- 
tive, and the psychological summation — in 
which he bisects Cray into masculine and 
feminine, Western and Eastern, finally 
melding them in the still-death-obsessed 
Ozzie Nelson of Morning, Noon and Night — is 
glib. In his Dr. Phil mode, the author 
even suggests that if there had been a less 
detached and more dictatorial dad in at- 
tendance at the figurative cradle of the 
mother-smothered performer, Gray “would 
have been more normal, a culturally accept 
able aggressive, autonomous male” — I pre- 

ume one whose career consisted of playing 
WASPy diplomats and doctors in the movies 
and on The Nanny. Instead, Cray aired his 
emotional and psychiatric laundry with a 

»mbination of artistry, wit, and confession- 
al candor that made him a questing, phobic 
surrogate for us all. And though Demastes 
huffs and puffs in turning the journey of the 
introspective exhibitionist he calls “a sort of 
Zeitgeist in the flesh” into that of the nation 
in the latter half of the 20th century, the at- 
tempt explains the book’s title. 

Spalding Gray's America, which seems to have 
the tacit approval of Gray’s widow, Kathie 
Russo (who contributed photos), suffers from 
the absence of the voice of long-time girl- 
friend and collaborator Renée Shafransky, the 
partner of the monologuist’s most productive 
years. (The pair met in 1979, married in 1991, 
and separated messily when Russo bore Cray 
the first of their two children.) Demastes does 
identify Shafransky, Russo, and the director 
Elizabeth LeCompte, with whom Cray lived 
and worked early in his career, as “enablers 
and artistic advisers.” And he accurately di- 
vides the monologuist into Gray the man on 
1 cultural reconnaissance mission, Cray the 
artist who shapes the material, and Cray the 
performer acting his own naive, ironic persona:

Polar landscapes at the Peabody Essex, plus monsters at the Museum of Science

In July 1860, Captain Isaac Israel Hayes’s 
schooner, the United States, left Boston and 
Sailed to the Arctic. He was in search of 
the legendary open polar sea, a hoped-for 
water passage to the North Pole or between 
Europe and the Pacific. But it was also the 
kind of voyage one made in order to test 
oneself against Earth's final forbidding un- 
tamed frontier. 

By October, the ship was frozen in, and 
the men continued north by dogsled. When 
conditions finally stymied Hayes’s progress, 
he scaled an icy hill and scanned the horizon. 

Recounting his experiences of May 1861 
in his book The Open Polar Sea, Hayes wrote, 
“All the evidences showed that I stood upon 
the shores of the Polar Basin, and that the 
broad [frozen] ocean lay at my feet . . . and 
within a month, the whole sea would be as 
free from ice as I had seen the northern wa- 
ter of Baffin Bay.” He added, “I have shown 
that the open sea exists.” He turned out to 
be wrong, but it was a thrilling tale. 

Hayes named one of the icy moun- 
tains Church Peak, after his artist friend 
Frederick Edwin Church, who had given 
him some drawing lessons. And he gave 
Church his sketch of it after sailing back 
into Boston Harbor in October 1861. Draw- 
ing on Hayes’s tales and that chalk draw- 
ing and his own experience sketching 
icebergs on Newfoundland and Labrador 
in 1859 and the aurora borealis on Mount 
Desert Island in Maine in 1860, Church 
invented an astonishing seven-foot-wide 
canvas, Aurora Borealis (1865). 

The painting is one of the showstop- 
pers of the excellent exhibit “To the Ends 
of the Earth: Painting the Polar Land- 
scape” at Salem’s Peabody Essex Museum. 
The sky glows with green and red rib- 


bons, like the contrails of dragons. Below, 


Hayes’s tiny schooner lays trapped in a 
world of ice. A speck of a man dogsleds 
toward the warm orange glow of the 
ship’s cabin window. It’s an eerie scene 
that echoes Hayes’s description of the 
Northern Lights: “Upon the mountain 
tops, along the white surface of the fro- 
zen waters, upon the lofty cliffs, the light 


glowed and grew dim and glowed again, 
as if the air was filled with charnel mete 
ors, pulsating with wild inconstancy over 
some vast illimitable city of the dead.” 

Organized by Peabody Essex curator 
Sam Scott, “To the Ends of the Earth” 
features more than 50 landscapes and 
seascapes from the “heroic era of polar 
exploration.” Many of the Peabody Es- 
sex’s recent marquee exhibits have been 
distinguished as much by the showman- 
ship of the displays as by the art. This is 
a straightforward, few-frills, traditional 
painting and drawing show. And the 
work holds its own. What unites the art 
is the elemental drama of light — sun 
and moon and aurora borealis — playing 
over icy forms. 

The exhibit ranges from a 1779 sketch 
of Captain James Cook’s ships navigating 
an icy Bering Strait (inked by a member 
of Cook’s crew) to late-19th-century Hud- 
son River School adventure spectacles 
(like Church's canvas) to Modernist land- 
scapes from the 1930s. They are realist 
(if sometimes pared down) illustrations, 
often based on direct experience, of epic 
adventures (real and imagined) by white 
guys confronting the earth’s limits. One 
Antarctic landscape here was painted by a 
stranded member of Ernest Shackleton’s 
ill-fated 1914 Endurance expedition as he 
awaited rescue. Audiences back home 
drank up such otherworldly tales — much 
the way we favor Hollywood action block- 
busters or tune in to Deadliest Catch. 


Massachusetts native William Brad 
ford voyaged to the Arctic several times 
in the 1860s and made his name with his 
icy scenes. His 10-foot-wide canvas Sealers 
Crushed by Icebergs (1866), which sweeps you 
up in its scale and drama, is the exhibit’s 
bookend to Aurora Borealis. In the fore 
ground, men transfer gear, crates, and 
barrels into rowboats as they flee their 
crunched ship. In the distance, men drag 
a boat across the ice and a ship burns. On 
the horizon, tiny ships lie crooked and 
stuck. In the middle of it all rises a jag 
ged, unyielding icy peak, gleaming blue 
and green in the sun’s spotlight. 

In the 1930s, David Abbey Paige’s 
pastels accurately recorded unbelievable 
halo’d moons, flaring suns, and blood-red 
clouds. But the 2oth-century work here 
mostly shows the streamlining impulse of 
early Modernism. Rockwell Kent simpli- 
fied and flattened the snowy peaks and 
icy blue waters of Alaska and Creenland 
into romantic scenes that could double 
as travel posters. Lawren Harris turned 
icebergs into strangely mechanical towers 
in a style that suggests Marsden Hartley 
or Arthur Dove. These paintings were 
the last hurrah for avant-garde Arctic art 
(until our current time) as the tradition of 
on-the-spot observation was supplanted 
by abstraction around mid century.

0) The Museum of Science offers an 
other sort of adventure with “Mythic 
Creatures: Dragons, Unicorns & Mer 
maids,” an exploration of the crossroads of 
myth and science organized by New York's 
American Museum of Natural History. It 
collects intriguing art and artifacts: a 1585 
map of Iceland surrounded by sea mon 
sters; folk paintings and beaded textiles 
depicting water spirits and mermaids; a 
Chinese-parade-dragon costume made 

in Hong Kong and used in a performance 
on the streets of New York. It tells how 
elephant bones and prehistoric fossils 
were mistaken for giants, dragons, and 
griffons. (While you're at the museum, 
check out the rare, nearly complete real 
triceratops skeleton that was unveiled 
downstairs in November.) And there are 
interesting facts. Did you know that nar- 
whal tusks sold at European markets in 
the Middle Ages became the standard for 
depicting unicorn horns? 

The presentation doesn’t quite come 
off, however. The show is designed to ap 
peal to both kids and adults; the result 
is a mundane middle road. It feels a bit 
padded. And the, uh, life-size models of 
fantastical creatures are not very fantas- 
tic — the unicorn could be any old mare, 
and the dragon is mundanely earthbound 
(the “no climbing” sign on its arm doesn’t 
help the illusion). But the giant silver 
ape and the roc, which looks as if it were 
about to flap-drop out of the sky and tear 
your head off, are pretty cool. 

A highlight is the hideous desiccated 
little body of the Feejee Mermaid — perhaps 
1gth-century huckster P.T. Barnum’s 
original fake mermaid stitched together 
from the remains of a fish and a monkey. 
It comes from Harvard's collection — evi- 
dence that the boundaries between muse- 
um fact and fiction are still relatively new. 

Many of the mythic sea creatures date 
from the Western “Age of Exploration” 
from 1600 to 1800, when sailors in un- 
familiar waters mistook squids, whales, 
basking sharks, and clots of seaweed for 
sea serpents and other fantastic beasts. 
But there are also wondrous recent inven- 
tions, like plastic action figures depicting 
the fanged-vampire Chupacabra critter 
originating in the tales of farmers in Puer 
to Rico about 20 years ago. We crave these 
miraculous mysteries, so we continue to 
invent new ones as fast as science can en- 
deavor to explain the old ones away. ©

Unsworth and oil in Mesopotamia

If Barry Unsworth shares some traits with 
the protagonist of his Land of Marvels, so 
too does he seem to sympathize with his 
antagonist. Like his hero, John Somer- 
ville, a naive British archzologist, the 
Booker winner has chosen to dig into his- 
tory, painstakingly unearthing a mound 
of Mesopotamian soil for clues about 
lives long gone. But whereas Somerville 
looks to the past to make his name, his 
nemesis, Alex Elliott, is peering into the 
future. Geologist Elliott is American, a 
natural forward-thinker, and, rather like 
the mischievous author, he has managed 
to insert himself into Somerville’s dig, as 
well as the man’s marriage, disrupting 
both as he scouts for oil. 


FUTURES PAST The fall of empires hangs 
over Unsworth’s novel — Assyria’s, the Otto- 
man, Britain's, and, ultimately, America's. 


“Oil is a commodity,” says Elliott, ac 
knowledging a slight from his host, who 
has denigrated Elliott’s interest in things 
rather than people. “But it is the future 
of humanity, it will change the lives of 
millions. Millions of people, sir.” The year 
is 1914, and as he goes on to describe how 
this relatively new fuel will affect the 
world, he is both prophetic and horribly, 
horribly wrong. 

Predicting the future from nearly 100 
years past would seem an easy task, but per 
spective is never simple for Unsworth as his 
characters look back not only to the Assyr 
ian Empire, which has so entranced Somer 
ville, but to the glory days of the British 
Empire. As war clouds gather over Europe, 
the assembled Brits sense that their time 
is coming to an end. They are casting their 
lots for a future none can foresee, making 
plans to divvy up the unstable Ottoman 
Empire and worrying about supply routes to 
still-British India. The fall of empires hangs 
over this book: Assyrian, Ottoman, British 
And its underlying premise — the emer 
gence of oil — suggests the fall of America’s 
empire as well. 

Not that Unsworth, a masterful story 
teller, would ever spell this out. With his 
usual light hand, he keeps the story snap 
ping along, setting up plot twists galore 
in an atmosphere that approaches a draw 
ing-room comedy, complete with intrigues 
among the ruins. Yet Land of Marvels, his

Jaime Lowe's Life and Death of ODB

Sometimes it takes an outsider to understand 
the inside. And when it comes to East Coast 
hip-hop, Bay Area-born former Sports Illustrated 
staffer Jaime Lowe is a relative foreigner — not 
just to the Wu-Tang Clan but to the culture 
surrounding New York’s premier rap dynasty. 
Lowe is as passionate about Ol’ Dirty Bastard’s 
life and music as most Wu devotees, and more 
knowledgeable, but she’s not hypnotized by 
the group’s brilliance. For this biography, that 
distance serves her well; few Clan fanatics 
could have shone such objective light on a life 
as equally tragic and tiumphant as ODB’s. 
Digging for Dirt is a spinoff of an article that 
Lowe began for Rolling Stone in late 2003. When 
Dirty overdosed in November 2004 and the 
magazine ran a standard obit instead of her 
long-shelved feature, she brought the profile 
to the Village Voice, which published it soon af 


ter. She was inspired to cover Dirty by a 2003 


Knitting Factory show at which he appeared 
to have been lobotomized, so she never in 
tended to produce a joyous picture. But when 
he died halfway through her research, she 
was compelled to address his struggles with 
addiction and insanity. Like most cats who 
watched Dirty closely, Lowe was fascinated 
by his perpetual disruption of both musical 
and social conventions, and by how those 
contrarian compulsions landed him in pris 


ons, institutions, and ultimately a graveyard. 


When matters stray from Dirty’s mental 
illness, however, Lowe offers anecdotes that 
show how he was incomparably “willful and 
spontaneous and gifted” in a society where 
most of us “sit behind gray cubicle walls, 
refreshing our computer screens hoping 
for manufactured excitement.” There’s the 
story about his barging on stage at the 1998 
Crammy Awards during adult contemporary 
star Shawn Colvin’s acceptance speech, and 
a gem from Pras about how he jumped on 
the Billboard topper “Chetto Superstar” by 
“accident.” The list unaurls: his high-school 
days with Phife and Q-Tip, his stint working 
maintenance at Universal Studios in Florida

Under the Beat Circus moniker, 
he’s remanifested as an improvisational art 
ist and a vaudeville-type composer; now he’s 
even undertaken the role of regular ol’ lead 
singer — which he says he’ll continue with 

until that gets boring. Then I'll move onto 
something else.” 

He continues, “Beat Circus started as a 
way of making music to improvise and then 
do group improvisation. A few years later, I 
decided improvisation had become a crutch 
and I wasn’t interested in it anymore. So I 
wrote Dreamland, which is a fully composed 
150-page score for 12 musicians. Now | feel 
like the reliance on arrangements has be 
come a crutch, so I started writing deeply 
personal songs with the lyrics first, which is 
night-and-day from Dreamland.” 

Maybe that’s true for the methodology, but 
soundwise, the polar opposite of Beat Circus 
circa ‘06 would have to be the equivalent of Dee 
Dee Ramone’s rap album, or something else 
really hackneyed and depressing. Nonethe 
less, the handful of freshly mixed Boyfrom 
Black Mountain tracks I've heard are miles away 
from boisterous carnival music. “The February 


recalls traditional Cajun balladry, its bit 
tersweet countenance atypical of the nouveau 
mericana sect. “The Life You Save May 
ir Own” is a country-billy rouser coated 
f t-story aethereality. Skittish violins 
and Carpenter’s newly employed throat singing 
uggesting he smokes four packs of cigarettes 
a day, though I don’t imagine he does) forge a 
visceral anxiety on “The Quick and the Dead.” 
Contemporary, urban-dwelling Ameri- 
cana acts who return to someone else’s roots 
are always suspect. But Beat Circus have no 
such problem: Carpenter was raised close to 
the source, in a devout Baptist household in 
the rural Florida panhandle. “A lot of these 
songs are stories handed down from my dad 
about his life growing up as a watermelon 
farmer. I recently sent him a mix we just 
and he loved it. He didn’t seem so 
sted in the process of what I was do- 
ing. When I gave him that song, which is all 
about him growing up in this cracker house, 
it was really moving and gratifying and 
opened up this big dialogue between us.” 
Of course, if Carpenter had always been 
so enthused by Southern traditions — johnny 
Cash, the Carter Family, shape-note and con 
gregational singing — that inspired Boy from 
Black Mountain, he never would’ve moved to 
Boston. The early 90s saw him coming up in 
a then-vigorous Gainesville scene; he played 
in Less Than Jake and Sister Hazel as well as 
in River Phoenix’s band, Aleka’s Attic, and 
What It Is with Avi Bortnick. A fascination 
with no-wave and John Zorn-style avant-garde 
jazz prompted him to form Beat Science, a pre- 
cursor to Beat Circus, and brought about his 
relocation to Boston in 2001. This made him a 
of sorts. Never before had a member 
of the Carpenter clan left the South. 

My dad was sitting at the dining room ta- 
ble,” he recalls, “and I said, ‘Oh, there’s no cul- 
ture down here.’ | remember my dad yelling 
at the top of his lungs: ‘I think the South has 
a lot of culture!’ I never thought he’d get that 
defensive about it. Of course he was right. 
Your family heritage and everything related to 
your family starts to affect everything you see 
and eventually ends up in your art, somehow 
It took a while, in my case.” 

This month Beat Circus are on a short tour 
with Larkin Grimm, who sings on another 
new Beat Circus track, “Petrified Man.” Solo, 
she resonates like a low-tech version of Lau- 
rie Anderson. One that doesn’t remind me 
of my creepy aunt 
arpenter worries that his brainchild 
has undergone so many facelifts, the “Beat 
moniker will confuse audiences 
and become a commercial liability. I 
respectfully disagree: they’ve played 
avant-garde jazz, circus-cabaret, and 
traditional Southern music. It’s been a 
virtual, y"know, circus of beats. Although 
the Circus grew from improvisational ges 
tures, according to Carpenter, those early 
explorations “have nothing to do with where 
ve ended up.” Instead, he’s found his cre 
ative self back in the Deep South — the place 
here he started, well before he started. ©

HARVARD REBUILDS ITS TEAM 
AND ANSWERS SOME HARD 
QUESTIONS

buzzer issues. He’s seated at the 
front of a wood-paneled class- 
room in Harvard’s Sever Hall trying to 
ask six eager quiz-bowl competitors ques- 
tions about the US presidential election of 
1904 — you know, the one when Theodore 
Roosevelt defeated Alton Brooks Parker. 


Each player grips a big red “I know that!” but- 
ton, but the buzzer keeps sounding when no- 
body’s pressing, interrupting the interrogation 
and breaking everybody’s concentration. Wat 
kins curses the set-up each time this happens, 
but despite the distractions, competition runs 
high during this 20-minute round of a day-long 
college quiz bow] tournament that Harvard 
hosted in early December. 

The usual format for quiz-bowl tourna 
ments involves two or more teams of up to four 
players, each competing in early rounds that 
define multiple play-off brackets for later in the 
day. During each round, a moderator reads 20 
“toss-up” questions (in his or her best game- 
hosty voice), which can be answered by any 
player who buzzes in first. If the player answers 
a toss-up incorrectly, his or her team loses five 
points — this is called “negging” (as in “nega- 
tive scoring”). If the player answers correctly, 
his or her team receives 10 points and has the 
opportunity to work together to answer three 
10-point bonus questions — usually related to 
the same subject. 

The American quiz-bowl phenoffienon 
emerged in the late 1950s with the General Elec- 
tric College Bowl, an annual tournament played 
in nationally televised weekly rounds. But it 
wasn't until the 1980s that colleges began to 
host their own tournaments. In 1996, former 
players and coaches founded National Aca- 
demic Quiz Tournaments (NAQT), which now 


oversees quiz-bowl activity nationally. The well- 


known College Bowl suspended its contest ac- 
tivities in 2008. Quiz-bowl community activity 
now centers on the yearly NAQT tournament, 
which takes place each spring, and on tourna 
ments hosted year-round by schools across 

the country. Schools can host and compete in 
as many or as few tournaments as they like, 
which makes “league statistics” something of a 
jumble. Determining the top quiz-bow] schools 
is a near impossibility.

“Some will just record wt 
won, and some will record specific toss-ups 
However, he says, “NAQT tends to have good 
statistics for its tournaments” — and by those 
standards — “Harvard is the reigning cham 
pion.” 

“The Harvard team is cn an upswing in gen 
eral,” says sophomore Meryl Federman, in an 
e-mail. “Kyle Haddad-Fonda, our ex-president, 
essentially revived the team after many years of 
inactivity, so we've started accumulating some 
great talent in the past few years.” 

Senior Haddad-Fonda is still an active mem 
ber of the team, though no longer it’s leader 
(He got word in November that he'll be one of 
32 US students studying as Rhodes Scholars at 
Oxford next year.) The previous president, ac- 
cording to Watkins, “was a good player, but a 
terrible leader.” Haddad-Fonda began the push 
and, Watkins notes, the team added several 
strong players in the past two years 


KNOW IT ALLS 


During lunch break at Harvard’s December 
tournament, those players could be found at 
the back of a small auditorium on the first 
floor of Sever, scarfing slices of pepperoni pizza 
and swapping stories about auditioning for 
Jeopardy! “1 auditioned for college Jeopardy! ,” says 
Julia Schlozman, a senior with cropped curls, 
who was wearing a black peacoat as protection 
against Sever Hall's drafty classrooms. “I'll 
hear back in March.” 

“You have to try out for Jeopardy! so many 
times,” says Federman, whose long brown hair 
and fair skin make her somewhat resemble a 
Renaissance painting. She won $75,000 in 2007 
when she was champion of the Jeopardy! Sum 
mer Games Teen Tournament. 

Surprisingly, though, Federman says quiz 
bowl is more difficult than the popular TV 
quiz show 
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by Wikipedia and Google 
bowl tournaments is notr 
but certainly more feasible tl 
Internet days 

The Harvard team has certainly benefited 
from modern technologies — Wikipedia and 
Spark Notes top their list of must-have quiz 
bowl prep tools during our lunchtime con 
versation but they've also strengthened 
their game writing quiz-bowl questions, the 
result of hosting tournaments, which re 
quires the host team to compose some of the 
puzzlers 

Quiz-bowl question writing is an art unto 
itself, based on the concept of “pyramidal 
ity.” Each question starts off general, then 
slowly, establishes context with each phrase 
adding information. The idea is that it’s eas 
ier to answer the completed question than to 
anticipate its direction. Only the most agile 
and knowledgeable player can buzz in and 
guess an answer based on the first clues 

“I would say successful quiz bowlers need 
a certain degree of self-tonfidence,” says 
freshman Dallas Simons, a former high 
school quiz-bowl star and the Harvard team’s 
newest celeb. “Playing styles in quiz bow] 
run the gamut of people who buzz on im 
pulse to people who buzz only when they are 
100 percent certain they are right 

“Though it may be a little extreme, an 
old coach once told me that a player ‘has to 
think they know everything,” he says. “And 
I think that holds true.” ©

When Professor Ludovic Lazarus 

Zamenhof created the language 

called Esperanto in late-19th- 
century Poland, he envisioned a world 
unified under a lingua franca — where con- 
crete walls crumbled, iron fists melted, 
nations held hands with other nations, 
and everyone called out cheery “salutons” 
(hellos) from across indistinct borders. 


Driving home the point that it’s free of any 
national affiliation, Esperanto even flies its 
own flag — a solid field of bright green with a 
boxed star in the upper left corner. Needless to 
say, though, Doktoro Zamenhof's dreams of 
an international second language didn’t quite 
pan out. But dig around-any modern-day col 
lege campus and you'll likely find a handful of 
enthusiastic Esperantists who pride themselves 
on being members of an esoteric global family 

Steven D. Brewer, director of the Biology 
Computer Resource Center at the University of

I've met with people, 
and after having a conversation with them for 
15 Or 20 minutes, ask them when they lea 
and they'll say ‘last week.’ The grammar is not 
an obstacle.” 

“I felt like I had the same kind of level 
of fluency in Esperanto after a few months 
that I had after studying Spanish for years 
and years,” Brewer says. “But I never felt that 
comfortable in Spanish. National languages 
are like that. Half the purpose of language is 
to communicate, the other is to distinguish 
who's in-group and who’s out-group; who’s 
a foreigner.” 

By nature, Esperanto is 
exempt from subtle and not 
so-subtle cultural and language 
barriers — accent, colloquial 
slang, axioms — that make it 
so difficult to truly master a na 
tional language 

Brewer gained command of 
Esperanto by writing and exchang 
ing haiku with his brother. “In 
Esperanto, there are all these tricks 
you can use to adjust syllable counts 

and create emphasis,” he says. “And 
haiku have all these rules for sub 
jects and syllables.” 

By manipulating the rules of 
Esperanto to meet the rigid rules of 
the haiku, Brewer quickly achieved 
a subtle and nuanced understand 
ing of the language — the sort of 
understanding that in other lan 
guages follows years of study and 
immersion. Plus, you sometimes get 
your haiku published. This one, by 
Brewer, ran in the December 2008 is 
sue of the Taj Mahal, an international

York Yankees were setting spending records 
to acquire new talent. The Evil Empire lay 
out $423.5 million to put just three players 
in pinstripes. (The Yankees now have under 
contract the four highest-paid players in 
baseball, whose combined salaries total 
$805 million — which is $205 million more 
than the construction costs of Citi Field, 
the new ballpark of the Mets, the Yankees’ 
cross-town rivals.) 

Thus, in an effort to free up the incom 
ing president so he can concentrate on the 
most pressing concerns of the day, we offer 
18 ways to improve sports — not a single 
one of which will require bailout money 


BASEBALL 
1) INSTITUTE A DAMN SALARY CAP ALREADY Why 
bother even having 30 teams in Major League 
Baseball if one of those teams spends more 
in the off-season than the other 29 teams 
combined? That’s what happened when 
the Bronx Bombers signed pitchers CC 
Sabathia and A.J. Burnett and first base 
man Mark Teixeira this past month. Mind 
you, some of that money is available thanks 
to the cash the Yankees saved when they 
got a publicly funded sweetheart deal on 
their brand-spanking-new stadium 

Some salary-cap foes will argue that the 
wage-challenged Tampa Bay Rays reached 
the World Series this past year while compet 
ing in the same division as the rich Yankees 
and Boston Red Sox, both of which are 
First World teams compared with Tampa’s 
Tajikistan. But remember that in the 2008 


campaign Tampa Bay had just its first win- 
ning season in its 11-year history, and only 
through years of sacrifice and patient draft- 
ing — and much luck — did it finally put 
together a winning squad. The Yankees, 
meanwhile, didn’t reach the playoffs for just 
the first time in 14 seasons, and decided to 
make a market correction by busting out the 
monopoly money, a luxury that most other 
teams don’t enjoy. 

This should further extend to baseball’s 
drafting of foreign players. If a National 
Basketball Association team wants to draft a 
foreign player, it has to acquire the player’s 
draft rights, where weaker teams get first 
preference. But in baseball, any team can 
approach any foreign player and wave 
greenbacks in his face. Most end up want- 

ng to sign with the Yankees (or, let’s be 
1onest, the Red Sox). Make foreign players 
available only through the draft. 

2) ABOLISH THE RAIN OUT How many other 

ports begin play, watch action unfold 
1r as long as two hours, then completely 
ancel competition and scrap all record 
f it having taken place, just because of a 
few namby-pamby raindrops? Baseball is 
lone in calling for a complete “do-over’ 
iply because of some foul weather. But 

a sport that treasures every recorded 
ball, strike, home run, balk, and invoca- 
tion of the infield-fly rule, it seems down- 
right Stalin-like to white out hundreds of 
innings worth of play and decree that they 
never happened. (Uncle Sam, meet Uncle 
joe.) Whenever play stops for weather (or 
earthquake), pick it up from there and 
resume the game at the next available date. 











FOOTBALL 
3) DEVALUE FIELD GOALS BY MAKING THEM 
WORTH TWO POINTS Football touts itself as 
a war of attrition, in which lines of brutal 
behemoths push and claw while contest- 
ing every yard of the playing field. But 
after destroying each other for play after 
punishing play, if the offensive team can- 
not advance the ball to the end zone, that 
team then turns the point-scoring oppor- 
tunity over to an itsy-bitsy kicker. 

In no other sport is there such a dichot- 
omy between scoring mechanisms. In 
basketball and hockey, no matter what, 
to register a score, the ball/puck has to go 
into the net. In baseball, no matter what 
else happens, to score a run, a runner has 
to touch home plate. But in football, the 
character of a score ranges wildly from 
Savage scrums battling for inches on the 
links of a measuring stick to the far-less- 
satisfying chancy random 
kicks into the wind by 
aging ex-soccer-playing 
Cypriots. 

To de-emphasize the 
field goal, it should be 
devalued from three points 
to two. Keep the action in 
the mangled mitts of its 
linemen, not on the tepid 
toes of its kickers. 

4) MAKE BRETT FAVRE 
RETIRE When a player 
announces his retire- 
ment — especially in a 
teary, standing-room-only 
press conference — he 
should be reinstated in the 
league only if he can prove 
that he was swindled out of 
his entire life savings by a 
Ponzi-scheming hedge-fund 
operator. Buh-bye, Brett. 
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7) MAKE SHOTS TAKEN FROM BEYOND THE 
OPPOSITION’S FOUL-SHOT LINE WORTH FIVE POINTS 
Watching fat guys from the stands make 
ridiculous shots from center court during a 
halftime exhibition is usually a guaranteed 
highlight reel — as good as any LeBron James 
helicopter dunk. Why not replicate that 
excitement and make it part of the game 
too? Any shot taken beyond the opposing 
team’s foul-shot line — approximately 75 feet 
or more — will thus be worth five points.

And while there is a 
somewhat thrilling element 
to watching two oversize 
lugs on skates launch wild 
haymakers at each other’s 
toothless mugs and try to rip 
each others jerseys over their 
heads to better pound them 
into submission, it’s also 
analogous to watching bear- 
baiting — ora snuff film. 
(That’s to say nothing 
of the self-righteousness 
of hockey fans when the 
savagery crosses a line, as 
in when one player bashes 
another into unconscious- 
ness. What is the difference 
between a man using a stick

5) WHEN IT COMES TO defend himself adequately?) 
OVERTIME, MAKE THE PRO Ki C K & R y To solve this dilemma, 
GAME MORE LIKE COLLEGE . players should be banned 


There is at least one aspect 
of the college game that 
makes sense: how it settles 
overtime games. In college football, both 
teams get alternating shots at scoring in 
overtime, until one team prevails. This 
amounts to a gentlemanly duel. In the pro 
game’s sudden-death format, however, 

a coin flip determines which team gets 

the ball. If that team scores first (as the 

San Diego Chargers did in a playoff game 
against the Indianapolis Colts this past 
weekend), then the other team never even 
gets a shot. (And in that case, we were 
deprived of watching the National Football 
League’s MVP, Peyton Manning, even get 
on the field.) This would also eliminate the 
sister-kissing elation of a regular-season tie, 
as we witnessed this season. 


BASKETBALL 

6) ABOLISH THE GAME-ENDING FOUL-SHOT PARADE 
Brazilians call soccer “the beautiful game.” 
That’s a great moniker, but basketball also 
features end-to-end, fast-break action and 
acts of majesty and artistry, while still out- 
scoring soccer on average by 200-odd points 
per match. 

But there’s a flaw in America’s beauti 
ful game: intentional fouls committed by 
a team trailing its opponent to stop the 
clock and give said trailing team a chance 
to get back the ball. It makes for TV-test- 
pattern-level excitement. To curb this buzz- 
kill, a new rule should be enforced: in the 
last three minutes of a game, whereupon a 
foul is, in the eyes of the referees, commit- 
ted with the intent to get the ball back for 
his team, that player shall be charged with a 
technical foul. Thus no player can do it twice 
without reaching the maximum number of 
technicals allowed and therefore fouling out 
of the game. 





from taking off their gloves 
on the ice.

10) PLAY EVERY GAME OUTDOORS The National 
Hockey League has slid so far down the 
sports-relevance pole that if it weren’t for 
Canadians, it may have been surpassed in 
importance by bull roping. But give credit 
to the beleaguered league for discovering a 
gimmick that actually has grabbed people’s 


attention: outdoor games. This past week 
showcased a contest between the Detroit 

Red Wings and Chicago Blackhawks in the 
latter city at a baseball stadium, Wrigley 
Field. Outdoor games will further force 
teams to abandon such non-hockey homes as 
Phoenix, Dallas, and Tampa — not that any 
one will miss them. 


COLLEGE FOOTBALL 

11) CREATE A SENSIBLE PLAYOFF SYSTEM Obama 
is partially correct on this one: a playoff 
system is the way to go. But, sorry Dick Van 
Patten, eight is not enough: there should be 
16 teams in a playoff. 

The championship game, ostensibly 
open to any of the 120 teams in Division I-A, 
is realistically available only to 66 schools 
(which is to say any of the 65 schools that 
belong to the six powerful conferences 
within Division I-A, or the independent 
Notre Dame). Case in point: two schools in 
weaker Division I-A conferences — Utah and 
Boise State — finished their regular seasons 
undefeated, but neither came close to land- 
ing a spot in the championship game. Utah 
proved its worth by this past week crushing 
SEC runner-up Alabama in the Sugar Bowl. 
That same Alabama held the number-one 
ranking in the country for a month and, 
had it beaten Florida in the SEC conference 
championship, would have been a shoo-in 
for the title game. 

12) BAN CUPCAKE SCHEDULING The schools 
that compete in Division I-A are currently 
allowed to pad their records by feasting on 
opponents from lower-grade divisions. This 
would be akin to the Red Sox adding to their 
win total by playing a few series every year 
with the Portland Sea Dogs.

Ghazal Fine Indian Cuisine 
Far-ranging Indian, served with a smile 


Years ago, | brought a date to Boston's oldest Indian restaurant (the b 









ygone Kebab-n 
Kurry), promising, “The food's great, but the servers are the surliest b you ve ever 
seen — so sullen it’s hilarious!” Then we got a sweet, solicitous waiter, s @ our fun 
| took this as a sign that Boston's Indian restaurants were becoming so mainstream 
that they actually had to compete on service. Still, not every Indian r irant has got 





ten that memo. So the anxious-to-please staff at the new Ghazal — an independent 
family-run place in jamaica Plain — sets a very welcoming tone 

The lunch buffet ($7.95 weekdays; $9.95 for the deluxe weekend spread) shows 
Ghazal’s Punjabi roots with classics like saag paneer, vegetable curry, tandoori chicken 
and that ever-popular UK hit, chicken tikka masala. This all-you-can-eat spread is an 
exemplary cheap-eats bargain. (It helps that lone-cooked Indian dishes don't suffer on 
steam tables.) The evening menu is extensively Punjabi, too, with smoky, subtly sea- 
soned roast veggies, meats, and seafood from the tandoor (charcoal-fired clay oven) 
like seekh kebab (skewered lamb meatballs, $11.95); various casseroles of spinach, 
legumes, potatoes, eggplant, cauliflower, and/or farmer cheese, like jalandhari chhole 
(a piquant chickpea stew, $11.95); and Indo-Persian Mughal dishes with rich nut-and- 
raisin-based sauces, like lamb korma ($13.95) 

Ghazal also ranges across the subcontinent: to the South with the savory stuffed 
crépes and pancakes that are dosas and uttapams ($6.25-$8.95), to Bengal with jhinga 
chaat (a cold shrimp-and-cucumber salad, $6.95), and to Goa with vindaloos of chicken 
lamb, beef, or swordfish ($12.50-$15.50). (The chef has a restrained hand with chilies 
— be insistent if you like yours Indian-hot.) Novel curries include surprisingly sweet veg- 
etable xacuti ($15.95) and the wonderful Pakistani-English chicken balti ($12.95), served 
in a cunning copper pot. Excellent breads emerge from the tandoor, like buttery naan 
($2.95); from the griddle-like tava, including unleavened whole-wheat roti ($2.95); and 
from the fryer, like airy, oily poori ($3.50). Desserts feature lovely versions of kheer (a 
loose rice pudding, $3.75) and kulfi (saffron ice cream, $3.50) 

In addition to lassi ($2.95-$3.25) and tea ($1.50-$2.50), a few Indian lagers and under- 
$8 wines by the glass are served. The attractive room, given a light Indian redecoration 
from its prior incarnation a$ Café D, is dimly lit and often loud. But overall, Ghazal repre 
sents a welcome addition to jP’s admirable assortment of nicely priced restaurants, and 
puts its competitors on notice that they'd better be pleasant to their customers
